Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1909,  and  an  epitome  of  the  work  performed  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  (Mr.  H.  H.  Turner). 


Boundaries. — The  District  lies  mainly  between  the 
County  Borough  of  Oldham  on  the  north,  the  Borough  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne  on  the  south,  the  Borough  of  Mossley  on 
the  east,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Failsworth  and  Droyls- 
den  on  the  west.  In  addition  there  is  a  portion  altogether 
detached,  and  surrounded  by  the  Springhead  and  Lees  Urban 
Districts  and  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham,  viz:  the 
Parish  of  Crossbank.  The  extent  of  the  District  being  * 
shown  in  that  it  is  five  miles  across  (crowflight)  from  N.E. 
to  S.W.

The  increase  in  population  from  1891  to  1901  was  1318 
persons. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Parishes  of  Bardsley,  Cross 
Bank,  and  Waterloo,  the  District  is  entirely  Rural  in  char¬ 
acter  and  varies  in  height  above  Ordnance  datum  from 
215-00  to  950-00  feet.  The  District  lies  upon  the  grit  and 
coal  formation,  interspersed  with  clay  and  moss  overlying 
certain  portions.

Smallpox,  Cholera,  Erysipelas,  Typhus  Typhoid 
Kelapsing  and  Continued  Fevers.— No  cases  have  been 
reported  during  the  year. 


Scarlet  Fever.-CH  the  31  cases  five  occurred  during 
the  month  of  January,  three  in  February,  two  in  March,  two 
m  April,  two  m  May,  three  in  July,  one  in  August,  one  in 
September,  four  m  October,  three  in  November,  and  five  in 
December.  No  deaths  occurred  from  this  Disease.  The  cases 
being  very  mild  in  character.  One  of  the  cases  occurred  at 
a  farmhouse,  and  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  anV 
spread  of  the  disease.  The  supply  of  milk  from  the  farm 
was  stopped  and  proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Dairies 
and  Cowsheds  Act  before  the  magistrates  against  the  tenant 
but  owing  to  insufficient  evidence  the  case  was  dismissed 


_  Diphtheria,  &c.— Four  cases  were  notified  in  January 
all  m  one  house.  The  source  of  these  cases  was  traced  to  an 
adjoining  district,  one  of  the  patients  acting  as  a  temporary 
servant  m  an  infected  house.  The  greatest  precautions  in 
isolating  those  infected  at  home  were  taken,  and  I  am  glad 
to  state  no  further  outbreak  has  occurred. 
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Enteric  Fever. — Nine  cases.  Two  cases  occurred  in 
the  Parish  of  Bardsley,  one  in  the  Parish  of  Hartshead,  four 
in  the  Parish  of  Little  Moss,  and  two  in  the  Parish  of 
Waterloo.  One  case  in  Bardsley,  one  in  Little  Moss,  and 
one  in  Waterloo  ended  fatally. 

In  all  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  the  houses, 
bedding,  &c.,  were  fumigated  and  disinfected  with  Sulphur 
or  Formalin.  Special  Sanitary  Cans  for  the  alvine  discharges 
being  provided  in  all  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  the  contents  of 
the  cans  being  afterwards  thoroughly  disinfected  with  Izal 
and  buried. 

Measles.  —In  March  a  rather  severe  epidemic  of 
Measles  of  a  mild  type  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Waterloo, 
and  on  the  5th  of  that  month  the  Council  School  was  closed 
for  a  period  of  five  weeks,  and  on  the  23rd  of  the  same 
month  the  Waterloo  Branch  of  the  Christ  Church  Schools 
was  also  closed  for  five  weeks.  The  floors,  walls,  &c.,  of  the 
schools  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  no  recurrence  of 
the  epidemic  has  taken  place.  Special  reports  of  the 
closures  were  sent  to  the  County  Council  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Industries. — The  principal  industry  of  the  district  is 
that  of  Cotton  Spinning. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  in  the  district 
seven  cotton  mills,  two  print  and  bleach  works,  three  iron 
and  roller  works,  one  rope  walk,  one  medicated  sweet  works, 
one  colliery,  one  wheelwright’s  shop,  and  one  machine  shop. 
All  these  factories  and  workshops  have  been  periodically 
visited  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  every 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  sanitary  arrangements, 
whitewashing  of  rooms,  &c.  Means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire 
are  provided  in  all  the  mills  and  works  where  necessary,  and 
all  requirements  within  the  meaning  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Acts,  1901,  &c.,  have  been  duly  insisted  upon. 
No  home  workers  are  registered  in  the  district. 

Smoke  Nuisances. — Thirty-three  observations  have 
been  taken  of  the  emission  of  smoke  from  mill  and  other 
works  chimneys,  and  the  limit  as  allowed  by  the  District 
Council  of  one  minute  of  black  smoke  per  boiler  per  half- 
hour,  has  seldom  been  exceeded.  Warnings  were  sent  on 
three  occasions  and  proceedings  taken  before  the  magistrates 
on  one,  when  an  order  to  abate  within  six  months  was 
obtained. 
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f  •  i  ^'°[:SE  Accommodation. — Tlie  house  accommodation  is 

tairiy  adequate,  being  mainly  of  the  cottage  or  artisan  class 
with  a  sufficiency  of  air  space  surrounding  the  same;  and 
only  a  few  of  the  old  streets  are  less  than  twelve  yards  wide. 
Several  dilapidated  houses  have  been  closed,  and  others  at 
the  end  of  the  year  were  under  the  consideration  of  your 
Council.  That  such  steps  as  may  be  found  desirable  to  alter 
or  amend  the  condition  of  the  properties  concerned,  be  taken 
as  early  as  possible  is  very  necessary. 


Four  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  during  the  year  • 
m  three  cases  the  trouble  was  obviated  by  notices,  whilst  in 
the  other  proceedings  were  instituted,  but  withdrawn  on 
payment  of  costs,  the  tenant  removing  to  a  larger  house. 
I  ie  number  of  persons  to  each  house  averages  4-7. 


nr  PUBLIC  Tips  have  been  provided  in  the  Parishes  of 
Wood  houses,  Little  Moss  and  Waterloo,  and  I  respectfully 
submit  to  the  Council  that  the  present  method  of  emptying 
ashpits  by  irresponsible  persons  during  the  day  time  is  very 
unsatisfactory,  and  this  question  should  engage  your  early 
and  earnest  consideration.  J 


Lighting  Act 
Parish  Councils  of 
Waterloo. 


.  This  Act  has  been  put  in  force  by  the 
Bardsley,  Cross  Bank,  Little  Moss,  and 


Water  Supply.— The  larger  portion  of  the  district  is 
supplied  from  the  Reservoirs  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Stalv- 
brffige,  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board,  and  the  Parish 
of  Cross  Bank  is  supplied  from  the  Oldham  Corporation 
Reservoirs.  The  higher  or  upland  portions  of  the  Parishes 

vv  Ti  ,Harfcshead  being  dependent  upon  Springs  and 

Wells,  the  danger  of  pollution  to  these  being  remote. 

Drainage. -There  are  three  Sewage  Works  for  the 
district,  being  severally  for  the  Parishes  of  Bardsley  Cross 
Bank,  and  Waterloo.  The  works  for  Cross  Bank  are  how- 
ever  outside  the  Council’s  District,  being  situated  within 
the  Lees  L  rban  District.  As  far  as  practicable  all  properties 
m  the.  three  parishes  are  connected  to  the  sewers.  Plans 
are  being  prepared  for  additions  to  the  three  Sewage  Works 
in  order  that  the  same  may  comply  with  the  recommendation 
ol  the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage  Works,  and  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 
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Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  four  Slaughter  Houses, 
and  these  are  frequently  inspected  and  surprise  visits  are 
made  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Ins;  ctor.  All  were  found 
clean,  well  drained,  whitewashed,  and  with  good  water 
supplies.  During  the  year  two  suspected  carcases  were 
inspected.  In  one  case  the  carcase  was  destroyed,  being 
found  to  have  suffered  from  pluro  pneumonia;  and  in  the 
other  the  meat  was  fit  for  human  food. 

There  are  no  Underground  Bakehouses,  Cellar  Dwellings 
or  Offensive  Trades  in  the  district. 

Farms,  Cowsheds,  &c. — Since  my  last  report  altera¬ 
tions  and  additions  to  eight  farms  in  the  district  have  been 
made,  and  these  form  a  great  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  the  farms  and  for  the  milk  supply  of  this  and  surrounding 
districts.  I  would,  however,  suggest  your  further  endeavours 
in  improving  the  condition  of  several  of  the  other  farms  at 
an  early  date.
